Loeb Registers Protest. — 

The only protest against the right of 
tthe new board to meet was made by 
Mr. Loeb, who insisted that the session 
was “illegal and irregular.” He kept 
his seat in the board room, but refused 
to recognize the right of the Thompson 
trustees to transact board business. 
When his name was called on the roll 
he recorded his presence at “an in- 
formal gathering of citizens” and em- 
phasized “‘ citizens.” 

Anthony Czarnecki aid most of the 
talking and attempted nearly a dozen 
motions and resolutions aimed at the 
mayor and his school administration. 
Every time George B. Arnold moved to 
table and after a second by Hart: Han- 
son the question wag sent to rest by 
a count of 7 to 3, with Mr. Loeb re- 
fusing to vote.

TRIES IN VAIN TO

Answering what to him was the great- 
est call of his life brought the deepest 
heartache he had ever experienced to 
the Rev. Roberts Williams, a Presby- 
terian clergyman residing at 1409 East 
Sixtieth street.

TO BE REDUCED

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Which Advance Will 
Be Won. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—The 
council of national defense soon will 
be reorganized on a four man basis. 
This was stated officially today by a 
member of the president's cabinet. 
Tentative plans call for one man, head 
of a war industry committee, to direct 
and be held solely responsible for all 
railroad and industrial work; another 
will be director of all work in connec- 
tion with purchase and dissemination 
of all raw materials; a third will be 
director of purchase and dissemination 
of all finished materials, and the fourth 
will be chairman of a general purchas-' 
ing board. 82: 

It is the. present plan to have the 
chairman of the purchasing board act 
as purchasing agent for the allies to 
eliminate competition and obtain lower 
prices. 

Cabinet Will Give Aid. 

The four directors are to have widest 
powers and will carry on the work them- 
selves under the authorization of the 
six cabinet members now on the board. 
Under them will be smaller volunteer 
committees, each reporting direct to 
one of the four men. Each committee 
will be organized for some specific work 
and be held responsible for that part, in- 
stead of being organized and then ex- 
pecetd to hunt their own work, as under 
the present plan. 

One of the biggest duties of the “ big’ 
four war board’ will be to find the 
basis of cost of all materials used by 
the government and to establish that 
basis for everybody, private individuals 
as well as the government, as opposed 
to the present plan of getting the lowest 
possible. price for the government and 
allowing private individuals to look after 
themselves. . 


Need for Great Power. 

In answer to the objections that this 
plan might give too much power to 
certain individuals the cabinet official 
stated it would be absolutely necessary 
if the United States was to be success- 
ful in the war. ‘ 

“There was no more autocratic gov- 
ernment in the world than the United 
States in 1864,”" said this official, “‘ yet 
there was no more democratic or effi- 
cient government. 

“Our task now is to lead the people 
out of the path of impatience into the 
path of progress and make them re- 
alize that everything takes time. 

“It took England a year and a half 
to evolve into an efficient fighting ma- 
chine. We are now doing the same, 
only, profiting by their experience, we 
are unfolding much more rapidly.”

The ac- 
ceptance of political aims as opposed to 
military principles led to the dispersion | 
of effort and the consequent scattering 
of troops in expeditions to the Darda- 
nelles and Saloniki instead of their con- 
centration in Europe. Thus, again, the 
fundamental principle of “numbers alone 
annihilate” and that these numbers 


The probabilities are that had all 
available French and British troops been 
concentrated along the French front and 
had they, with the Russians and Ital- 
fans, attacked the enemy at the same 
time, that he would have been defeated 
or at least kept so busy that he never 
could have spared the troops for ‘the 
Balkan campaign. 

Would Have Gained Object. 
This would have really accomplished 
| the objects hoped for when troops were 
landed at Saloniki: The continued sepa- 
tetipn of ‘furkey from her allies, thus 
making her ultimate destruction more 
easy; the blocking of the efforts of the 
central powers to upon up a road to cen- 
tral Asia and the virtual certainty that 
Bulgaria would at least have remained 
neutral and perhaps have joined our 
allies.

Roumania delayed her entry until the 
laet of August and thus was unable to 
gain any advantage from the efforts of 
any of her allies, ‘with the consequence 
that she had to face an overwhelming 
force unaided and was crushed. There 
seems to be little doubt that had the 
Somme attack, the Brusilloff offensive, 

and Roumania’s entry all come at one 

ww the same time and shortly after the 
beginning of the enemy’s attack on 
Verdun, he never could have made any- 
thing like the effort which he did 
against Verdun. 
He would have had great difficulty 
successfully meeting the Somme and 
Brusilloff offensives and undoubtedly 
as a consequence- would have been 
unable to have conquered the greater 
part of Roumania. Three men and a 
boy can easily beat up one man, pro- 
vided they attack him together. If they 
let him take on one at a time, they are 
giving him an excellent opportunity, if 
not to beat all o. them, at least to more 
than hold his own.

25x125 feet, usually

The average purchaser of such a lot 
is @ wage earner compelled, by stress 
of circumstances, to manage his house- 
hold efficiently without denying his fam- 
ily the comforts of a complete home. 

Unobtrusively he has the dignity of 
a householder to maintain, but his 
ideals and requirements are necessarily 
more closely circumscribed than those 
of the man of large estate. 

Those are the considerations to guide 
as in the present plan. The house is 
probably the most inexpensive that 
could be devised for a small family, and 
yet it lacks none of the essential com- 
forts of modern life. « It-ts ~well lighted 
and ample for twe-to four persons. -The 
back yard is fully utilized to render 
the kitchen as nearly self-maintaining 
as circumstances permit while still pre- 
serving the esthetic in an uncommen 
degree. The street front has the charm 
of dignified simplicity, whichever of 
the: variations is preferred; all are in 
good taste and easily available. . 

The cellar is an important part of 
every household, and none need it more 
than those who aim to raise the winter 
store of vegetables in their own gar- 
den. Coal may be stored there also, 
both for convenience and to gain space 
in the back yard. If there is a heating 
plant in the cellar it should be divided 
from the remainder that there may be a 
cool storage room. : 

Another valuable asset is a small 
poultry house, sufficient to house four or 
five laying hens for each member of the 


‘| Body the principles of the home and 


family. About four square feet will be' 


required for each hen. The plan admits 
of keeping sixteen in half the poultry 
house. The other half and the second 
poultry run are provided for alternating 
while cleaning or for separating chicks 
or pullets. 

The fruit trees are conveniently 
placed, providing shade where required 
without interfering with the garden or 
the grape vines. The latter are trained 
on trellises on the east wall—not the 
most desirable exposure for grapes, but 
they will thrive there. 

Tomatoes are indicated for the six 
Inch strip between the back yard fence 
and the sidewalk. This is possible only 
if the fence is wire. By so utilizing this 
space, it makes one of the beds avail¢ 
able—perhaps for potatoes. The vege- 
table garden is otherwise identical with 
that of March 12. 

In the parkway at the front, only one 
tree is indicated. If the adjacent lots 
have no tree within fifteen feet of the 
near lot line, it is possible to plant two 
trees instead of one.

I 
don't believe anything can so successful- 
ly and hurriedly impart a look of sophis- 
tication and hard experience as one red 
coat of boiled henna leaves.

Hen- 
na tea is made by steeping one-half 
ounce of the dried leaves in one pint 
of hot water for about a half hour.

Corn meal is our most obvious sub- 
stitute for wheat as it is also the least 
expensive. The government is printing,

OW pleasant it must be to Owu a 
‘ cottage—a cottage in the country 
' where the high cost of living 
3 would not be paramount, where 
muslin curtains would be permanently 
clean, and where the sweet blossoming 
shrubs and trees would waft their trib- 
ute to a sense more delicate than sight 
or sound! 

I have seen some old English cottages 
that exemplified the principles of artistic 
truth no less than the finest examples of 
classic architecture, honestly designed 
and correlated part to part, presenting 
one harmonious whole, with all parts 
suitable and right. It would be a pity to 

‘try to make over such a dwelling. It is 

all homely to the last degree, most of 

the furniture built in, but well enough 
to command respect.

tures, in sound design, are made of

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the Way to Noted 

East Shore Resort 

By John De Long. 

F all the old standby routes, to 
which motorists turn when they 
want to be sure of good, hard 
roads, the trail that leads around 

the foot of the lake and on to St. Jo- 
seph, Mich., undoubtedly is as popular 
as any. The tour to the famous ol4 east 
shore resort is ae good as any to be 
found in this section. It leads through 
# territory that is interesting, both scen- 
ieally and historically, and runs over 
roads that may be driven tn any kind of 
weather. . 

This route follows the ltme of the 
West Michigan pike, a branch of the 
Dixie highway which has been consid- 
erably improved and which is being ex- 
ploited by the citizens of the Wolverine 
state. No tourist is likely to lose his 
way between Chicago and &t. Joseph, 
as the route is well marked and easily 
Chicago Motor club signs 
bearing the inscription, “St. Joe,” will 
be found liberally distributed along 
the way, particularly after leaving Gary. 
The trail described in this week’s tour 
suggestion and shown on the accompany- 
ing map goes through South Chicago, 
the extreme northeastern edge of Ham- 
yond, East Chicago, Calumet, Gary, 
Porter, Michigan City, New Buffalo, 
Three Oaks, Sawyer, Bridgman, and 
Stevensvitie, and mieasures a trifle over 
108 miles, just a comfortable day’s drive.

In starting out the principal southern 
exit is followed over the south side

Between Gary and Aetna one receives 
a grim reminder that a state of war 
exists when he passes a military camp 
pitched in a grove at the right hand 
side of the road. The idea is further 
accentuated by the sight of armed sen- 
tries guarding the approaches to nearby 
mills. The road, which, by the way, fol- 
lows the historic old Detroit-Chicago In- | 
dian trail of pioneer days, leads past the 
wonderful dune section of Indiana. The 
dunes are easily reached from Miller 
and Porter, both of which are on the 
st. Joe route. 

- Michigan City, a little over sixty-five 
miles from Chicago, is reached after a 
drive through some pretty country. 
Michigan City, noted among other things 
Yor its large car works and penitentiary, 
was an important post in the eighteenth 
century when missionaries, explorers, 
und traders -made their headquarters 
there. The banks of Trail creek, which 
is now a wide and deep river flowing 
through the city, were used .as meeting 
places by the Pottawatamie and Black- 
hawk Indians. Father Marquette, on his 
final voyage from Quebec to New Or- 
leans, made his camp on the banks of 
the creek.

Continuing on his way, the tourist 
passes Grand Beach, which has devel- 
oped into one of the leading summer: 
resorts of lower Lake Michigan. Its 
unbroken four miles cf beach, with its 
sand that is almost as pure and white 
us fine table salt, offers unrivaled bath- 
ing facilities. The scenery in the vicin- 
itv of Grand Beach-is particularly fine. 
A good road passes through several 
‘sraall and quaint villages as it winds: 
“4ts way toward St. Joseph, the end of 
the tour. 

St. Joseph is almost too well known as 
a summer resort to need any descrip- 
tion. The city, located eighty feet above 
the level of Lake Michigan, is situated 
on the banks of the historic St: Jo- 
seph river. It is recorded that the first 
white men visited the place in 1669. Fa- 
ther Allouez, Father Marquette, and La 
Salle made various explorations about 
St. Joseph and were instrumental in 
having Fort Miamis built there in 1672. 

St. Joseph is the most important fruit 
shipping point on the east shore of Lake 
Michigan, The river, which is naviga- 
bie for fair sized boats for a length 
of some thirty miles, runs through one 
ofthe most highly developed fruit sec- 
tions of the United States. Both St. 
Joseph and its sister City, Benton Har- 
bot, Just across the river, are noted for 
their mineral baths. 

The House of David, to which are at- 
tached members of a religious sect, ts lo- 
cated in Benton Harbor. All of its many 
male members wear long hair and 
heards and own large tracts of land 
that are kept well cultivated. The 

tiouse of David maintains its own tndus- 
tries and has large buildings, a fine 


park, and a large and interesting me- 
magerie. ;

With- 
out being noticeable, the forcing had 
cracked the hub and this cracked 
through the rim, so that two of the 
teeth were out of true and had spread 
enough to pound when that portion of 
the gear came into mesh.

Judge Matchett said he believed the 
oar’ “ willfully, fraudulently, and in- 
tentionally undervalued most if not all 
the property of the gas company which 
it was its duty to assess.”’ 

He dissolved a temporary injunction 
which had been obtained by the com- 
pany restraining the county treasurer 
from enforcing the full amount of the 
tax levy. The decision releases nearly 
$250,000 in taxes levied in 1909 which 
have been tied up pending the court 
proceedings. 


Hot Roast of Board. 

‘This record as a whole,” sttid Judge 

Matchett, “discloses either an _ utter 
failure on the part of the board of 
equalization to understand anything 
whatever of its duties as such board, or 
a willful intention upon its part to vio- 
late not only the constitutional , pro- 
visions of the state of Illinois ag to the 
levying of taxes, but a disregard of 
those moral principles which should 
control men in their dealings with each 
other, and particularly public officials, in 
duties which are imposed upon them by 
law. — 
‘‘ Without taking up in detail the acts 
and doings of the board which justified 
this conclusion, I will state that the 
conduct of the board was willful, unfair, 
and unjust—first, in that it arbitrarily— 
and, I think, fraudulently—failed to as- 
sess at all a very large part of the prop- 
erty which was subject to taxation at its 
hands, and, in the second place, I think 
it willfully and fraudulently and inten- 
tionally undervalued most, if not all, of 
the property which it was its duty to 
assess. 


Wrong Without a Remedy. 
“The court cannot make a new as- 
sessment, and if the court could grant 
the relief prayed for it would be injus- 
tice to taxpayers who have submitted 
their property to the board. A court of 
ecuity should not wrong many in order 
that relief may be granted to one per- 
son complaining. A mandamus pro- 
ceeding would have been the proper 
course to compel a taxing body to prop- 
erly assess property. 7" 

“It must always be a matter of re- 
gret when a court of chancery finds a 
wrong for which there is no remedy. 
The bill is dismissed for want of equity.”
